•will, pay to test seed com for dis- 
ease elimination, it is 
this year. 


Many farmers reported more molds, 
rots and other disease conditions in 
their corn this year than at 
nny 


other time in their experience, .and 
it is going 'to require close atten- 
tion to seed to keep these diseases 
under control. 


One of tflie farmers who last year 


tested his 'corn carefully 
by 
'the 


modified rag-doll methods for 
di- 


sease and germination, was in the 
county agent's office relating his ex- 
perience the .other day, 'and it was 
something like this: He tested nil bis 
seed by this method 
excepting a 


small amount, wheh was planted in 
a separate part of the field. He dis- 
charged 
every 
ear 
that looked 


doubtful to tie eye before testing, 
and all ears that' the test showed to 
be imperfect 
in the least 
were 


thrown out. The result was that he 
secured a perfect staad where t)he 
tested seed was planted and there 
was mueh less moldyN<corn in the 
tested plot. Tested seed yielded at 
least ten bushels more than 
the 


other. According to this former, 
testing paid Mm at least $20.00 per.

Farmers' Association at cost. This 
service is being' .offered, by the as- 
sociation as tHfe work requires a 
special kind of paper which can not 


Ije obtained locally. The office can 
also assist the farmer in this work 
by offering suggestions 
regarding 


the metihod of testing and interpret- 
ing the tests. 


.It is strongly recommended that 


seed corn be examined closely by 
the eye before subjecting it to the 
test, for much diseased corn can be 
eliminated by physical examination, 
This can best be done* by pulling 
•kernels from.the butts and tips "for 
examinatiqn, as the disease is usual- 
ly more discernible in. these portions 
of the ear. All ears showing signs 
of molds, as well as ears badly 
damaged by worms, should be eli- 
minated at the outset.

testing, the county agent 
is

boosting for increased total Droduc- 
tion of corn, as it might appear, bul 
wishes to -point out the -fact that 
profitable farming calls for lowering 
cost of production to the minimum 
and- that yield per acre is a-big, fac- 
tor in cost. If by proper attention 
to seed the yield can be increased 
then the same number of bushels can, 
be grown on less . acreage. This 


would leave more acreage for clover 
and other legumes, and considering 
hat only about 8% of the county 
acreage is in clover, it would ap- 
)ear that a program of turning 
corn acreage to legumes would not 
be an unreasonable program.

This is the first of the 
terminal commission associations to 
be organized according to the plan 
of the Farmers' Live Stock Market- 
ing Committee of 15. H. E. Pike, for- 
merly on the Denver market is the 
manager. E. R. Devine is in charge 
of the Producers' Stocker and Feed- 
er Company ;at East St. Louis.
